BERLIN, Nov. 6.— The 
United States consulate last 
night was trying energetic- 
ally but apparently with 
little success to aid Miss 
Isobel Miriam Steele of Los 
Angeles, who was being 
held in Moabit prison. 

Nazi officials did not disclose 
charges against the woman—Can- 
adian born but a naturalized cit- 
izen of the United States—but in 
a reliable quarter it was said “the 
accusations against her are very 
serious and perhaps American 
officials can do nothing for her.” 
Miss Steele, it was said, was born 
in Toronto 23 years ago. 

Imprisoned since Aug 
Steele, it was stated unofficially, 
faced accusations involving “hoch- 

verrat” or “landesverrat,’ both 
meaning high treason but some- 
times also implying espionage. 
STUDYING MUSIC 

Miss Steele was studying music 
in Berlin. In some quarters it was

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The Passing Show

The oniy time in my life I can reeall being 
congratulated on my personal bravery was on 
a city side street. I'd been having some trouble 
with an old car, I'd cleaned the distributor and 
filed the breaker points. Still it didn’t hit right. 
So I proceeded to take the carburetor to pieces. 
A quiet - looking = stranger 
watched the proceeding. Then 
he spoke. It was a qualified 
tribute to my bravery. He 
said “You're either a very 
brave or a very foolish fel- 
low.” 

I didn’t see the point of 
the remark till this week 
when I read of the plight of 
a chap driving through Bar- 
tonville, Ont. He took his 
carburetor to pieces and laid 
the parts on the running board while he 
worked on the feed line. Down from a tree 
flew a crow and gobbled up two of the shiny 
parts. The motorist—Mr, Peace is his inade- 
quate name—couldn’t get replacement parts in 
the village and had to wait there till new parts 
could be shipped there. 

All the crow needs now is a good drink of 
gas and he'll be able to outfly all his fellows.

When politicians talk about “protection” for 
Canadian industries out in the west it would 
be helpful if they could specify which indus- 
tries in the west are being protected—and to 
what extent. 

A chance remark by a Vancouver long- 
shoreman a week ago about going to work ona 
“Montreal cargo’ opened up an amazing situa- 
tion. It disclosed how the west is being ex- 
ploited by Quebec low-priced labor. When the 
facts become known they will cause a sensation 
in British Columbia, 

British Columbia boasts a highly capitalized 
fruit industry. Her apples, pears, cherries, 
peaches, apricots, plums and small fruits are the 
equal of any in the world. The surplus fruit 
the fresh fruit market cannot absorb goes to 
the canneries. 

This “Montreal cargo” I found was one of 
several that have been received this fall at the 
port of Vancouver. It consisted of 900 tons of 
canned apples, canned peaches, canned cherries,

canned crab-apples, canned honey, canned 
syrup, canned corn, etc. shipped via Panama 
Canal. A following shipment of equal size was 


due four days later. 

How does it come that the province of 
Quebec can invade the fruit province of British 
Columbia and take away her home market for 
canned fruit? The answer is simple. British 
Columbia has a higher standard of living than 
Quebec. It has a minimum wage law which 
ensures workers in the canning factories a 
minimum wage of 25 cents an hour. 

Quebec has no minimum wage law. In its 
shoe factories which come under the purview of 
a factory law, the wage for women is 65 cents a 
day and for men $1 a day. Its canning factories 
are not likely to pay more. A great deal of the 
vegetable canning is done at home with the aid 
of the whole family, at less than factory wages, 
and avoiding the requirements of the factory 
act. 

How can any western province stand up 
against the unfair competition of an eastern 
province like that. G 

Last year, there came into the port of Van- 
couver one shipment of 30,000 cases of canned 
tomatoes from Quebec. They were not labelled 
until after arrival. Then, I am told, they were 
labelled “B.C. products.” My informant adds 
a touch of irony by saying that the “made in 
B.C.” labels were printed in England. The labor 
charges for the canning of these tomatoes would 
not exceed two cents per hour under the family 
canning system. How can a province with a 
minimum wage act calling for 25 cents.an hour 
for its cannery employees, stand up against 
competition of that kind? 

It isn't only confined to canned fruit and 
canned vegetables. It applies to all manner of 
goods from textiles to bedsteads, from rubber 
goods to elastic appliances. Some of these I 
may review in later articles. Invasion of the 
canned fruit industry of B.C. by waterborne 
shipments from Quebec is the more striking 
because this business the pacific province had 
regarded as her own by Nature’s endowment 
and her own endeavor, 

Investigation of the manner in which sweat- 
labor and home-labor industries in Quebec are 
invading western Canadian markets with pro- 
ducts either produced or capable of being pro- 
duced in the west, invites the question “What 
benefit does western Canada obtain from a 
protective policy which protects the industries 
of the east and fails to secure any preference 
for the wheat of the west, and has brought 
punitive discrimination in United States against 
the lumber industry of B.C. 

At the very time these shiploads of canned 
fruit and vegetables were on their way from 
Quebec to Vancouver to despoil the western 
fruit grower of his domestic market, four Min- 
nesota farmers were fined for the crime of buy- 
ing feed wheat for their starving stock from 
their neighbors across the border in Canada. 
To maintain the policy that allows sweat-shop 
products and home-labor canned goods from 
Quebec to invade the B.C. home market, the 
B.C. Jumberman is faced with a $4 a 1009 for 
retaliatory duty against the entry of his lumber 
into its natural market in United States, 


It's time we asked ourselves what it is we 
are punishing ourselves for. Is it to enrich 
$1000 a week wealthy income-tax evaders in

‘Good Treatment for Eczema SIDE GLANCES-—By Geo. Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The type of eczema which is most common 
is the chronic form, and many patients troubled 
with it write me it has been present for sev- 
eral years. Because they have so little success 
in overcoming it, they decide it is an incurable 
disorder, however, it has been my experience 
that eczema may be perm- 
anently overcome, with no 
return whatever. 

Eczema may also occur in 
the acute form and is marked 
by an inflammatory condition 
of the skin. Chronic eczema 
may be accompanied by skin 
blemishes of various types in- 
cluding pimples: or papules, 
blisters or vesicles, and ele- 
vations topped with pus or 
pustules. The Patches may

spread or the old ones may dry up as new areas 


break out. In some forms there is considerable 
oozing of a sticky fluid, which when dried on 
linen causes stiffening. This type is called 
“weeping” eczema and as it clears up, crusts 
may form. In another type called “dry” eczema, 
there is no fluid and dry scales result rather 
than crusts. 

A severe case of eczema will cause excessive 
itching until there is a frantic desire to scratch 
vigorously. Eczema may also be accompanied 
by a burning, smarting sensation, redness, and 
thickening and hardening of the affected skin. 
In some cases where the eczema is present on 
the hands, deep cracks or fissures may form 
which are slow to heal. 

Eczema is found at every age and even 
infants and elderly people are not exempt. 
Eczema is net contagious nor catching and if 
one member of the family has it, the others are 
not thereby endangered. 

Eczema usually clears up without difficulty 
when the fasting and dieting regimen is used. 
The best plan is to use a 5-day fast and you 
are to take an 8-ounce glass of canned tomato 
juice, canned pineapple juice, orange juice or 
grapefruit, every two hours. It is all right to 
use the different juices on different days; how- 
ever, you must continue through the entire day, 
whatever juice you begin with in the morning. 

Secure at least one enema each day and take 
two sponge baths. Flush the kidneys by drink- 
ing plenty of cool water in between the fruit 
juice feedings. Follow the fast by a correctly 
combined diet, using plenty of raw salad and 
cooked non-starchy vegetables. You are also 
to eat one-fourth pound of lean meat per day 
and either one or two eggs. For breakfast, for 
example, you are to have one egg, three or four 
pieces of Melba toast (buttered as eaten) and 
about five prunes. Omit the starches and sugars 
insofar as possible, until the skin has improved 
in a satisfactory manner. 

A local treatment which will often be of 
benefit and which is to be used at the same 
time as the fasting and dieting treatment, is 
that given over the affected area with the ultra 
violet ray light. If your case is a chronic one 
and you can find a doctor near you having the 
equipment for this type of treatment, I strongly 
advise that you have your doctor ray the skin, 
as the ultra violet ray will produce a mild sun- 
burn, causing the affected skin surface to peel 
off, bringing out a fresh, clear, pink skin from 
underneath, 


In cleansing the skin I suggest that you avoid 
soap and water on the parts affected and try 
cleaning it with cotton dipped in olive oil. 

If you wish to have me send you.an article 
on Skin Disorders, together with fasting and 
dieting instructions, I will be glad to send them. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—Mrs. Wm. A. S. asks: “Is it all 
right to let the high school girl and boy go to 
schoo] without any breakfast? They say they 
are not hungry. Shouldn't they have orange 
juice or fruit of some kind?” 

ANSWER—School children often run away 
from breakfast because they get up too late to 
eat breakfast and get to school on time. Some- 
times they are not hungry because of eating too 
much at the evening meal the night before. 
Any one who is not hungry for breakfast should 
fast a few days until real hunger returns. If 
there is any time in the day when one can be 
expected to be hungry, it is in the morning after 
not having had anything to eat for approxi- 
mately 12 hours. The thing to do is to rearrange 
the children’s diet so that they will not over- 
eat at the other meals and will be hungry for 
breakfast.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this daie (November 6), 
1687, a bust of King Louis XIV 
was placed wi.h much ceremony 
in the square in Jower town Que- 
bec, It was the gift of Bochart 
Champigny, the intendant who 
had brought it with him from 
France, Although seemi@ly just 
a free gift of loyal.y there was 
“a string’ attached to it, for the 
Marquis de Denonville, the gov- 
crnor, wrote to France, telling 
of the ceremony and adding that 
in return Champigny asked that 
the king pay the freight on all 
supplies for Quebec, which must 
have been a pretty good bargain 
since freight rates then were very 
high. 


M. P. Georges Roy, the archiv- | 


ist, in his “le Vieux Quebec”, 
tells that the monument stood 
until 1698 or 1700 when it was 
removed because it block d traf- 
fic in the market place. Here

was in evidence. He wrote to 
France that he proposed io re- 
move the bust to uppef town and 
there provide at his own expens: 
an elaborate stone foundation for 
it, but at the end of the letter he 
asked that the king r-mit the cost 
of such installation. Frontenac 
apparently had no objection to 
the transfer, but his successor, de- 
Callieres, blocked the plan and 
the bust lay in the intendant’s 
palac’. No one knows what then 
happened to it. One theory is 
that when Champigny went home 
he took the bust with h'm and 
that it is “somewhere in France”, 
but another is tha‘ it was destroy- 
ed in tho fire which wiped out 
the intendant’s palace on Jan. 5, 
1713. In that fire Intendant 
Begon lost all his property, but 
in his s'atement of loss there is 
no mention of the king's burt, 
from which it is deduced that it 
was not thtre,

INSURANCE AND RELIEF 

Editor Bulletin: Your editorial 
of the 2nd inst. dealing with the 
ruling of General Panet, Mont- 
real relief commissioner, that 
unemployed persons carrying in- 
surance, must borrow money on 
their policies, and spend it, before 
they are eligible for relief, was 
timely and to the point; your 
hope, however, that the ruling 
would not apply outside of Mont- 
real, is I fear, doomed to be 
blasied, as the idea of coupling 
relief with insurance, has already 
vegetated in the mind of at least 
one local relief administrator, as 
the following incident will prove. 

On Saturday afternoon, October 
27, 1934, Mr. Magee of the civic 
block, accompanied by Mr. Whid- 
don of the immigration depart- 
ment drove out to the residence 
of Joe Sadowsky, 12305 86 street, 
taking a camera with them. Mr. 
Whiddon offered Mrs, Sadowsky 
a dollar bill if she would consent 
to have the family photographed. 
The woman refused, and Mr, 
Whiddon smiled and put the dol- 
lar back 

Mr. Magee, probably horrified 
at the idea, that the woman 
would squander the dollar on the 
necessaries of life, made a remark 


| to this effect; “These people have 


lots of money; they carry insur- 
ance.” That was a half truth in 
the truest sense of the term, The 


Sadowskys do carry insurance. 
The woman pays five cents per 
week per head on four of the 
children, and 10 cents per week 
for herself, thus squandering 30 
cents a week on insurance alone. 
The policy entiles them to the 
services of a nurse in case of sick- 
ness. 

In view of the fact that Mr. 
Magee must have got his informa- 
tion from somewhere, it would 
be interesting to know whether 
insurance companies are co- 
operating with relief departments 
for future action, along the lines 
laid down by the Montreal re- 
lief commissioner.
